Dr. Xansen was in Canada twenty- 
six years ago so is no stranger to 
Canada and Canadians. Besides be- 
ing' an artlc ' explorer of noto Dr. 
Xansen has many other distinctions. 
Between JSOS .and 1905 he was one 
of the chief advocates of the political 
movement that led to tho separation 
of Norway and Sweden. In 100G to 
190K he served as ambassador for 
Norway at the Court of St. .tamos and 
the United States. At tho close of 
the war he was appointed, re- 
patriation agent of war prisoners. 
In 1921 he organized » Uvô central 
station of the Russian Famine 
Relief Fund «I Moscow. The 
League of Nations awarded him the 
Nobel Peace prize for 1921 as a re- 
ward for his great wort: as high Com- 
missioner for Refugees in the League. 

Dr. Xansen has been «.u rotor in 
Natural History Museum at Bergen, 
and also served as curator of Com- 
paratlve Anatomy a.t Christiania. Uni. 
vcrsity. Since 190S he has given 
much tlrrjo to the study of Ocean- 
ography, .and has occupied tho ehulr 
at the University '.f Chrlstliinlii. 

Dr. N.-insen Is also an author, box- 
ing written several hooks on his 
work'. Dr. Nansen is being brought 
here under the auspices of the league 
of nations and is try address Hie local 
body at the Mount Royal Hotel.

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THE UNIVERSITY AND INDUSTRIAL RESEARCH 




Since the war the value of scientific research, both of a physi- 
cal and a chemical nature, has come to be more and more generally 
realized by those who. outside the walls of the universities arc en- 
gaged in the industrial application of the theories of science. While 
research work has for many years been carried on in laboratories 
of the great universities of the world, it is only in comparatively 
recen: years that the majority of manufacturers have become aware 
of the fundamental need of constant and well-organized experi- 
mental exploration into the realms of the unknown. If Canada's 
technical industries are to assume a position of importance as com- 
pared to those of other nations, it is to the research worker that we 
must look for aid: for it rests with him (or her) to devise cheaper 
methods of production and the most economical utilization of 
products, to accomplish new syntheses, and to apply the mathe- 
matical theories of physical chemistry to the engineering prob- 
lems that are met with in factories and plants. 

If this is to be done on the scientifically organized and uni- 
versal scale which the results that would be achieved seem to merit, 
there must be a far greater co-operation between the university 
and industry than at present exists. Only the larger manufacturing 
firms can affotd to establish a modern research laboratory upon 
their own premises, and it is to the universities that the others 
should be able tô look foT aid. 

That these statements are not merely Utopian •suggestions 
is borne out by the fact that a working plan making for a closer 
co-operation between the college and industry to. their mutual ad- 
vantage has been in operation with marked success for several 
years at the universities of Kansas and Pittsburg. This plan, which 
was inaugurated by the late Professor Kennedy Duncan, provides 
hat the manufacturer may obtain assistance in the endeavour to 
improve processes, to overcome difficulties or irregularities in ex- 
isting processes, or to teBt new ones, by establishing at the univer- 
sity industrial fellowships. 

In more detail, the plan is as follows: the manufacturer de- 
siring skilled assistance may apply to the university for a chemist 
competent to undertake research. The" chosen iperson, nominated 
by the Chancellor and Director of' Industrial Research, is provided 
with laboratory room and with the necessary materials by the 
chemistry department of the university, and with facilities for large 
scale experiment by the manufacturer. The latter also provides 
the remuneration payable to the Fellow for one or more years. 
The Fellow works under the general supervision of a professor and 
through him, periodical reports as to the progress of the work 
are forwarded to the employer. Any discoveries made by th. 
Fellow during the tenure of his Fellowship become the property of 
the employer, subject to the payment of royalty or other consid- 
eration, the amount of which is determined by a board of arbi- 
tration. 

Many other details are provided for in the programme, which 
appears to have met with considerable success. In the first five 
years of its existence, eighteen fellowships have been established 
in trie University of Kansas, and twenty in the University of Pitts- 
burg. We have not the figures showing later progress, but it 
seems that the industrial employer has been satisfied with the re- 
sults achieved. 

There is no reason why this or some similar scheme should 
not be put into practice at other universities; and it is our opinion 
that some such practical union between the industries of Canada 
and the Canadian universities would be an immense gain to both, 
and- through them, to the community as a whole. Science students 
capable of undertaking such work arc graduating every year; our 
college laboratories are provided with the requisite facilities; and 
all that seines to be required is someone, cither among the ranks 
of the manufacturers or on the staff of a university, with the en- 
thusiasm and organizing ability to inaugurate some such beneficial 
plan here in our own colleges.

Miss Massy-Ba^ily pointed out

As Mark Twain said— "Train- 
ing is everything. The peach was 
once a bitter almond.

Miss Massy-Bayly effectively con- 
cluded her speech with the statement 
that "Democracy demands education! 
Industry is founded on education! 
The individual has a right to educa- 
tion!" 

Miss Ilnxc) 1 -auric the first speaker 
of the negative, then spoke. She 
pointed out that the purpose of edu- 
cation, is to develop the best, physi- 
cally, spiritually and intellectually. 
The basis of the law of enforced edu- 
cation assumes a degree of equality 
which does not exist among studeir.s, 
consequently it means the enfor?ir>s- 
of a system of education which in of 
advantage only to a limited' number, 
it legislates for the minority aid not 
for the majority. 

In a recent survey of the Ontario 
schools it was found that 40 per cent, 
were advanced while CO per cent, 
were retarded. Most of these stu- 
dents were retarded through their 
inability to do the work — a. lack of 
menial ability. Statistics made of 
ihe T.". S . army revealed the very 
large percentage ef men who were in- 
capable of developing above the 
normal standard of the age "of ten. 
Parallel conditions existed in our own 
country so that the law wag not prac- 
tical for the majority it being an at- 
tempt to force a type of education 
upati the subnormals which they 
were incapable of accepting. Jinny 
of these could be trained in shops 
but not taught. 

Part time education had been tried 
but was found to be a failure because 
few people were capable of doing 
two things well as only a genius was 
capable of that and there were few 
genii in this world. 

Enforced education has a tendency 
to dull embitlon and causé the young 
person to adopt a -wrong attitude and 
have a distorted view of the value of 
knowledge. A lack of employment 
tends to the development of bad 
habits, the youth being likely to de- 
velop Into a cigarette-smoking or 
pool-playing, type in his hours of 
idleness. Hence the law is inadvisable. 

The law prevents the full develop- 
ment of a sense of responsibility as a 
member of society, which the youth 
can only get by actual contact with 
the world . The student' is not urged 
to forge ahead in school while in a 
position <it labor he will be anxious to 
advance. Actual contact with life 
will give health and depth which can 
never be gained in any but the school 
of experience. 

The present system of education is 
suitable for the few as only the 
minority are capable ot 'benefiting by 
instruction. ".Books ought to be re- 
stricted to the quality of him that 
useth them." Many need training 
not education and it is impractical 
to attempt this in technical schools. 

By compelling the disinterested 
child to attend school, the progress of 
the whole class would be retarded by 
his manoeuvres to pass the time. 
The teacher cannot devote the same 
interest to the class when continually 
called upon to disciple a disinterested 
pupil.

In 
addition lo these difficulties the ques- 
tion of housing would present itself, 
it would be necessary to utilize 
churches, houses etc, this would 
bring up all the evils of overcrowd- 
ing. : ; , • * ' /■ • 

Flow the point vt economy, it 
would be impossible for poor people 
to sepVi their children to BChOfiJ as It 
wpujd mean a lo*» to the feniijy in- 
conic in vdditjou to the a*luol out- 
yut which kucIi a pieiispru would 
mean. Thus ohjldrtn would become 
a liability and tend to reduce the size 
of the family, which wouM pot; be in. 
the best Interests or Canada. 

Mis* tfurd the second speaker of 
the affirmative emphasized the deslr- 
ability, necessity and the possibility 
of the law. Thirteen states of the 
United Slates have part or full tline 
up to eighteen and it has boon u. 
success. 

The question la not can Canada af- 
ford to do it but rather can Canada 
afford noo't to dd 11.7 Whalnvur the 
development of such a system may 
cost Hie failure to develop it Will In 
the end be mom cosily. The present 
system io one of extravagance and 
economic, wastefulness In tho waste 
of money, material and people. There 
is u treine/tdou» amount of waste in 
Industries from ihe abuse of machin- 
ery and from spoiled pieces due to 
the low standard and Jack of I raining.

Bducatlon Is an Investment for ihe 
family, for the manufacturer and for 
industry as « wholo. The higher 
technical skill enlarges the capacity 
lor earning, while it means greater 
efficiency to the manufacturer. 

The publie in general are In favor 
of enforced education as has been 
shown by the success in the United 
states. Investigation hits shown that 
throe-quarters of the laborers arc 
willing to give tho additional time 
If the earning powers arc to bo In- 
creased. Labor is willing as has been 
shown in the cases of different large 
industrial concerns, which have 
found it beneficial to offer extension 
and further scholastic opportunities 
to their employees as the cost of such 
is more than covered by the increas- 
ed efficiency of the workman. 

The housing problem can bo man- 
aged by utilizing vnrtous types of 
existing Institutions. In the rural 
communities where there is a. need of 
manual. agrcullural and . domestic 
training, there are two solutions; 
cither the ambulatory school, where 
the institution travels from one place 
to another, or the consolidated school, 
where the pupils are collected. For tho 
urban community there arc three 
types of vocational schools, — Trade 
schools, Factory schools and Coopera- 
tive schools. 

Tho government has subsidized Rail" 
ways and Steamships, why not subsi- 
diez tho youth of the country to 
produce better men and women to re. 
duce the amount of physical and 
mental weakness and the standard of 
morality. — in short the most impor- 
tant wealth of the nation. 

Miss Frances McCollum, the second 
speaker of the negative then spoke. 
In her introduction she mentioned 
that the arguments of the affirma- 
tive were all based upon conditions 
in Massachusetts. England and Uto- 
pia, and not those of Canada. 

Miss McCallum did not consider 
the law was in the interests of 
Canada as a state. It would mean tak- 
ing people from the country to the 
cities, practically stealing boys from 
the furm. for once having tasting of 
the joy of ihe city, they would never 
return to the farm. The great natur- 
al resources of Canada lay In her 
fields of grain, fruit farms mid agri- 
cultural resources Inn advanced edu- 
cation made tlio hoy scorn manual 
labor and seek a position m tho town. 

As Eli per cent, of l he children gel 
little out of education, if would In 
fur too expensive a system lo inau 
gurate. Additional teachers woulil 
be required as well us new buildings 
and equipment. The education ol 
each child costs Î79 pur year. Such 
a. system would mean the squandering 
of hundn of thousands upon adol- 
escents who were bol.li unwilling and 
Incapable of acquiring an education , 

As for tho technical graduates, there 
was no market for their services. 
Trade Unions refuse to accept a 
laborer unless he has been trained 
from ihe boll pin. Few graduates 
of technical schools arc practical, A 
man is educated because ho has abili- 
ty, he has not ability because he in 
educated. Fducation does nol pro- 
vide ihe necessary nrllsans lor the 
lower types of work because I hoy arc 
too educated. Eighteen years was 
1.00 high a standard for Canada.

Dr. Aggery believes that H. Is »,

creating black m/h. 

'He reviewed tho appalling in.ius- 
ttices perpetrated on natives In Brit- 
ish West Africa by narrow minricrl 
colonials.. Theso have been sovora 
enough to Incite native rebellions, but, 
still his people arc tolerant and pre- 
pared to suffer patiently until somo 
assistance is assured. 

He denied the allegations made hy 
some white propagandists that the Af- 
ricans is mentally inferior to the An- 
glo Saxon. Weil thinking whites do 
no longer believe that. 

Africans have made, great contribu- 
tions to western civilization which aro 
not allowed to he published.. 

Concluding Dr. Aggrey gave ;t 
sketch of the high mortality among 
the natives who aro wandering why 
their own professional men arc pro- 
hibited from coming to their assist- 
ance and pleaded with his fellows to 
come over and help. 

McGill students have a great contri- 
bution to make to Africa, and the 
members of the Gamma League should 
turn their thoughts Africa- wards, ae 
untold possibilities await them there. 

Dr. Aggrey was selected as a mem- 
ber of the intcr-racial commission to 
investigate conditions in Britsh West 
Africa, establish a university thérv for 
the training of natives, and to pro- 
mote good will between the races.
